Hi/- Lair  to  aiil  unit  iianist  imtiriiliiiilM  or  roui./>o nirs 
who  alitill  rstahlish  within  thr  liniita  of  thr  t'iti/  of 
Vntiroiiver,  irork.s  for  the  smelti  mj  of  ore. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  secure  the  location 
of  works  for  the  smelting  and  reduction  of 
lead,  silver,  gold  and  copper  ore  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Vancouver,  for  the  purpose  of  developing 
and  advancing  the  interests  of  the  said  City. 

And  whereas,  it  is  desirable  for  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  Vancouver  to  lend  their  aid  to  such  indi- 
vidual, individuals  or  companies  as  will  take  advant- 
age of  “An  Act  to  encourage  the  erection  of  Smelting 
Works,”  passed  by  the  Legislative  A.ssernbly  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  on  the  sixth  of  April, 
1886,  and  will  in  consideration  of  the  premises  to  be 
set  forth  in  an  agreement  with  the  Corporation  of  the

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  to  issue  diiben 
tures  of  the  City  of  \'ancouver  for  the  sum  of  $25,000 
of  lawful  money  of  Canada,  in  denominations  of  not 
less  than  $100  each,  payable  to  such  individual,  indi- 
viduals or  companies,  or  bearer,  within  40  years,  or  os 
may  be  agreed  in  the  agreement  before  referred  to. 

2.  E'or  redeeming  and  paying  off  the  jirincipal  and 
interest  of  the  said  debentures,  so  to  be  issued  as 
aforesaid,  at  the  maturity  thereof,  a special  rate  of 
one-lifteenth  of  one  cent  in  the  dollar  on  the  whole 
rateable  property  in  the  City  of  Vancouver  shall  be 
rated  and  levied  in  each  year  during  the  currency  of 
the  said  debentures,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates  and 
assessments  whatsoever.

of  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia  shall  hold  the  said 
debentures,  and  every  of  them,  until  the  said  indiviil-

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  for  the  interests  and 
welfare  of  the  City  of  Wancouver  that  im- 
provements should  be  made,  and  a public  road  or 
drive  should  be  constructed  round  the  land  known  as 
the  ‘ Government  Reserve,  ” at  and  where  necessary 
for  the  opening  up  of  streets  within  the  limits  of  the 
said  City  to  connect  with  said  public  drive,  and  to 
give  the  citizens  access  to  the  Park. 
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And  whereas,  it  is  desirable  for  the  construction  of 
the  said  road  that  the  sum  of  f20,000  should  be  raised 
bv  way  of  6 per  cent,  debentures  on  the  credit  of  the 
said  City,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out, 
making  and  constructing  the  siiid  road  and  iuiprove- 
uients.
